consumer thinks somebody else, the foreigner perhaps, pays the 
tax, he is comparatively happy.

So with the excess profits tax. The common people ior a 
long timrthot, and doubtless some still think, that the rich paid 
that, tho really it has fallen heavily upon the consumer. 
Direct, open-and-above-board taxation would be better. 


Every man ought to be made to know just how much he is con- 
tributing to the support of government. That knowledge would 
1 have a tendency to make him insist with his vote upon better 


government. But the people do not seem ready for direct taxa- 
tion yet, do not seem to realize that it would be cheaper and 
better for them in every way.

fortably on $20, so he would rather pay out a dollar m
